RAILWAY RATES 
Ottawa:—The attention of Parlia¬ 
ment is now being centred around 
railway rates, the appointment of a 
■committee for the purpose of dealing 
with the subject having started an 
enquiry of very far reaching import¬ 
ance. On this committee the Progres¬ 
sives are well represented by Messrs. 
Crerar, Forke, J. F. Johnston, Me 
Conica, Shaw, Fansher and Halbert. 
This assures that the farming com¬ 
munity in all portions of Canada will 
receive attention in the considera¬ 
tion of this very vital matter. 
AGRICLTURAL REPRESENTATION 
In the work of the committee, the 
Progressive element has made itself 
felt, much information relating to the 
subject having already been asked 
for. It may be said that without 
doubt the agricultural interests never 
went into an enquiry of this kind 
nearly as well prepared as they are 
for this one. This is because they 
have numbers in Parliament. Having 
about fifteen more members in the 
House than the Conservatives, they 
have one more member on the com- 
Ymniee than the latter. This is a 
7. good example of how representation 


in Parliament counts. 

FOR PUBLIC BENEFIT 
The strong stand taken by the Pro- 
. gressives on the rates question has 
[attracted much attention. It is now 
confidently predicted that important 
reductions will be made on commo¬ 
dities in which farmers are vitally in¬ 
terested. In fighting for lower rates, 
the Progressives are not only fighting 
the battle of the farmers, but that of 
the public generally. 

MILITARY ESTIMATES 
Tn the discussion on the military 
estimates, the Progressives have 
kept up the fight for economy. The 
decision to cut an addition of $700- 
000 from the appropriations under 
this head was strongly supported, 
forceful speeches being delivered by 
Messrs Wood, Crerar, Halbert and 
Gould. It was pointed out that the 
Progressives were not antagonistic to 
the Militia, but they contended that 
the public expenditure and taxation 
was so heavy that reductions must be 
made somehow, and the Militia De¬ 
partment was the best place to begin. 

ECONOMY ASSURED 
The presence of the Progressive 
group in the House with the avowed 
sympathy with the demand for eco¬ 
nomy within the. government’s ranks 
has enabled that demand to make 
headway. Had the House been di¬ 
vided on the old two-party lines eco¬ 
nomy would not have had anything 
like ihs good chance. 

C. P. R. EXTENSIONS 
When the C. P. K. bill for the ex¬ 
tension of time for the construction 
of certain lines in north-western Sas¬ 
katchewan was before the House, Mr 
Carmichea.1 made a strong effort to 
secure an amendment that would en¬ 
sure speedy construction, and in this 
he was strongly supported by Messrs 
Evans, Spencer and McConica. 

THE WHEAT BOARD 
Through the vigilance of the Pro¬ 
gressives, the Wheat Board is being 
kept prominently before the attention 
of Parliament. Having procured the

For Teachers 


Steer Feeding 


Plans are now practically complete 
for the summer school for teachers 
to be held at the University at Ed¬ 
monton from July 3rd to August 12th 
under the auspices of the Department 
of Education. Transportation costs 
will be refunded to teachers under the 
usual conditions. Courses to be giv¬ 
en, include Elementary Science, High 
School Science, Household Econom¬ 
ics, Industrial Arts, and Art Primary 
Work, Physical, Education, Music 
courses for British and American 
teachers, courses for first class cer¬ 
tificates, courses for academic certi¬ 
ficates, special courses, university 
subjects leading to B.A. or B.Sc. de¬ 
gree. Courses will be based on the 
new elementary school curriculum. 


Arrangements are practically com¬ 
pleted now for the most comprehen¬ 
sive program of lectures, clinicals and 
demonstration work yet undertaken 
by the Public Health Department in 
the Province. As has been announced 
previously in the field this summer. 
New districts in which these public 
health nurses will be established are 


A net profit of nearly $11. per head 
was realized on a carload \ of steers 
fed at the Government farm at Atha¬ 
basca during the past winter. The 
steers were purchased on December 
24th, and sold on April 28th, at the 
Edmonton Stock-Yards. The purpose 
of the feeding was to demonstrate to 
the people of the district the possi¬ 
bility of feeding- steers profitably on 
feeds which can be grown within the 
district. The purchase price of the 
steers was $4.50 per cwt., and after 
I ading commission, inspection and 
freight charges, the total cost price 
reached $887.10. The total cost of 
feed and labor was $454.50. The 
selling expenses were $77.45 the total 
cost thus being $1399.05. The price 
realized at the sale of the steers was 
$7.25 per cj^t., or a total of $1573.25, 
making a net profit of $10.89 a head. 
Tl^e increase in weight totalled 4470 
lbs., For feeding ensilage stored in 
a trench silo was used, proving highly 
satisfactory. Eight of the steers 
were fed outside and eight inside. 
Those fed outside made a total gain 
of 2,783 lbs. and those fed inside 
made a total gain of 2,848 lbs. The 
average gain of the steers proved to 
be heavier than in any other feed 
tests carried on by the Department. 
Those in charge attribute this to the 
feeding of a full feed on high quality 
ensilage. Sunflowers and corn were 
used in about equal parts in the 
trench silo.

| ledge of the Ruthenian language, is 
to be placed. The duties of these 
public health nurses comprise chiefly 
inspection of school children, home 
nursing, and lecturing where possi¬ 
ble,, and general ass. stance to the 
health authorities in conducting an 
educational campaign in health hab¬ 
its. 

Itineraries are now being arranged 
for lecturing nurses, Miss Crossby is 
now in the Athabasca district, and 
on her return will work in the dis¬ 
tricts west of Edmonton, lecturing on 
health matters. Miss Conroy will 
commence on May 15th., a tour of the 
G.T.P. line eact of Edmontdn to the 
boundary, working back by way of 
the Provost line of the C.P.R. Miss 
Emmerson is working south along 
the O. E., and will work back by 
way of the C.N.R., Calgary.-Edmon- 
ton line. Miss Morkin is to lecture 
in the Killam, Strome, Innisfail, 
Round Hill and Ohaton districts. 

A series of lectures and clinics will 
also be held on the Youngstown line 
at various points between Munson 
and Alsask. Taber district has asked 
for clinical work, which may be ar¬ 
ranged later in the season. There is 
also a request for clinical work at 
Ribstone. dis^Pt 

The work of the public health 
nurse, as has been stated, is chiefly 
educational. At points where it can 
be arranged, child welfare clinics are 
held. These are for examination of 
babies and children of the preschool 
age. When the services of a doctor 
are available a complete physical ex¬ 
amination is given each child. If a 
doctor is not available, the nurse 
weighs and measures the children, 
and gives instruction in infant feed¬ 
ing and dieting. Where lectures and 
demonstrations are held, lectures on 
communicable diseases and other 
subjects are given, and demonstra¬ 
tions are held in home nursing.

Stephens, is planning an extensive 
campaign for the encouragement of 
seed production. with the co-opera¬ 
tion of the University of Alberta and 
the Dominion Seed Branch.

Elimination of the cream buying 
and grading stations, and the inaug¬ 
uration of the system of government 
grading, which came onto being May 
9th, has had it’s immediate result in 
the announcement of an increase of 
five cents per pound paid to the 
farmers for creami. This announce¬ 
ment was made by E. T. Love sec¬ 
retary of the Alberta Dairymen’s 
Association, who said that the new 
high price was being paid by all 
creameries in Alberta. 

Inauguration of Government grad¬ 
ing of cream has placed cream grad¬ 
ing on such a basis of certainty that 
the dairies and creameries now feel 
justified in fixing- immediately a pre¬ 
mium for high grade cream, high 
enough to make a, substantial induce¬ 
ment for farmers to ppoduce the 
highest grade. Hitherto, with the 
grading of cream, a gredd uncertain¬ 
ty, this differential price between 
grades was kept so close as to offer 
little inducement. Now, another five 
cents has been added to this differ¬ 
ential and the producer of cream 
finds himself faced immediately, as a 
result of the operation of the new 
system, with a factor^that gives him 
the greatest encourageTtfent to pro¬ 
duce. the very highest grade of cream 
his herd and hj v s equipment is capable 
of producing. 

Over thirty Government graders 
were at their posts in different parts 
of the Province last, week entering 
enthusiastically into the spirit of the 
new movement calculated to set the 
dairying industry back upon its feet. 

Before being sent to their posts,, 
the Government graders underwent a 
short course of instruction under the 
directorship of C. P. Marker, dairy 
commissioner, at the University at 
Edmonton. At the last session of this 
short course the graders, as well as 
representatives of creameries, were 
addressed by officials of the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture on the importance 
of tlioir duties. Hon. Geo. lioadlej . 
If. A. Craig and Mr. Marker all em¬ 
phasised the fact that the Depart¬ 
ment was look mg to the new system 
of grading and marketing of cream 
to bring about a revival of the dairy 
industry in the Province and to pu ! it 
upon a basis that would eventually

Hail Insurance 


To The Editor, Chauvin Chronicle: 

Dear Sir:- 

The' Newspaper reports of the last 
annual meeting of the Hail Insur¬ 
ance District, held in Calgary in 
March last, gave a very incorrect 
impression of the financial condition 
of the Hail Insurance District. One 
report was to the effect that the 
Board would have to reduce its liabil¬ 
ities before it could resume business. 
Another stated that the deficit on last 
year’s operations was $1,000,000.00, 
Both these statements are entirely in¬ 
correct and very misleading. 

The ability to “resume business’* 
was never thought of, mjucb less dis 
cussed, for the very excellent reason 
that business has not been suspended, 
nor is there any necessity or inten¬ 
tion of suspending it. The damage 
done by hail in 1921 was almost dou¬ 
ble the average of the last nine years 
and 50 percent greater than the pre¬ 
vious high record made in 1916. In 
spite of the record breaking amount 
of losses the Municipal Hail Insurance 
plan functioned without a hitch and 
is here to stay. 

The actual deficit for last year was 
$274,742..96. This deficit was paid 
out of the surplus of the two previous 
years and will have no effect on the 
rate to be set this year. This year’s 
rate will depend on the amount of
